l3urmg the last session of the Legis- 
lature the following Beisolution was

Clause- of the Terms of Union between 
Canada and British Columbia being 
fait^f liily carried out by Canada, this 
House ia of opinion that no alteration 
in the.yaid clause should be permitted 
•, by the Government of - this Proviiwe 
until iho snme has been submitted to 
the peoplo for their endorsation." It 
' will hardly be necessary to i-emind tho 
reader that the public mind was yery 
much agitated loat, under dome giiiso 
or other, the Kaihvay Clause might ha 
■\veakenetl if not chaiiginl, and tliiit tho 
passage of the above Kusohitioii toud- 
od to ally approhonsiou. It will doubt- 
less be recollected how lustily mem- 
bers on both sides of the House pro- 
claimed the doctrine contained in the 
Resolution and hovr very generally 
thiit doL'tiiuo lias since been adopted 
throuyiiout the ccjutitry. We cannot 
say we are surprised to find that at tho 
very first approach of a proposal to 
ehan^'O tho "Kaihvay Clause" tho lo- 
cal orf^'au suggests that tho people 
should be ignored and tho pledge giv- 
en by Parliament that no alteration 
should be made without their full con- 
sent trampled under foot. We say it 
doe's not siirpriso us, because no 
amount of inconsistency on tho jmrt of 
our contemporary can possibly surpri.so 
ftnyono who lias watclioil its tortu(ma 
course during tho past few uionths. And 
yet QUO can liurclly help wondering at tho 
cool audacity with which it now turns 
round and calls terras which we were de- 
nounced but yesterday for advocating so 
good as to justify their acceptnuco with- 
out consulting tlio people lit alll "Are 
the terms not just nnd gonerouaV en- 
quires the organ. Yes, if. as there is 
, every reason to believe, tho torina are 
substantially the aamo as those Mr. Mc- 
kenzie has been offering and this journal 
commending to the favorable considera- 
tfon of the country nnd we may just here 
congratulate tho Government upon hav- 
ing come so suddenly to our way of think- 
ing. Bat it will bo observed that all this 
constitutes no reason whatever for violat- 
ing the pledge given by Parliament and 
ignoring tho people in a matter of such 
profound importance and respecting 
which they have an cspociiil riglit to bo 
consulted. When tho organ says this 
journal has for six months been daily ad- 
vocating the acceptance of a million and 
a half, waggon road, water stretches, &o., 
it asserts wlrat it knows to be an unmiti- 
gated falsehood; and in order to nail it 
we ohallenge our contemporary to pro- 
duce from our columns a politary passage 
in which wo advocated anything of tlio 
kind. If, as is asserted, wo advocated 
such terms daily, there shonKl surely be 
no difficulty in pruducing oue passage. 
On the contrary.our columns fairly bristle 
with passages contending that Colnmbia 
should have a minimum of two millions, 
immediate comiuencement of railway 
construction on Vancouver Island; on the 
Mainland the surveys pushed vigorously 
to completion, to lie immediately follow- 
ed by the cominenconicnt of actual c-oii- 
Btruction, tho points of comniencemont to 
be selected with a view .to conferring 
upon producers tho earliest and fullest 
possible benefits arising from expendi- 
tures. Such are, in cilect, tho tei-ms 
which Mr. Mackenzie has been waiting 
more than si.t months for Colnmbia to 
accept. .Such are tho terms to wiii.'h wo 
have all along contended tho Pj-orince 
should give respectful and proper consi- 
deration. But, while the organ was roar- 
ing against that or any relaxation, this 
joarnal has ever bald that any new teims 
should be submitted to the jjoople for 
their acceptance or I'ejection, V:\v otlier 
wise has it been with our conti>mporary.
